NAVAL TREATY — 
IS CRITICIZED BY 
EARL BEATTY 


London, Eng.—The navy'’s own 
viewpoint of London's part in the re- 
cent naval conference was communi- 
cated by the admiral of the fleet, 
Earl Beatty, and Lord Jellicoe, war- 
time sea lord, to the House of Lords 
in vigorous attacks upon the treaty 
conclusions. 

Earl Beatty, often recognized as 
Great Britain’s most prominent naval 
| figure, assailed the treaty, declaring 
Great Britain the only nation that 
made any reduction of disarmament 
and that the reduction made was so 
great as to render her impotent and 
incapable of maintaining control over 
the various states of her farflung em- 
pire. 

They had overlooked the possibility 
of a necessity for sending warships— 
possibly a fleet—to India, said the 
Earl. 

Earl Beatty said the London Na- 
| val Treaty had resulted in an in- 
crease of armament for other coun- 
tries. The United States increase
